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Apocalypse Here? 

A global conspiracy involving high-density development arrives in Huntington Beach

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T he dark conspiracy to create 
a one-world government has 
come at last to sunny Southern 
California, appearing in Hun¬ 
tington Beach last year with the opening 
of Elan, a 247-unit, luxury apartment 
complex on Beach Boulevard. 

Elan is part of the Beach and Edinger 
Corridors Specific Plan (BECSP), a plan to 
revitalize a 459-acre stretch along Beach 
Boulevard. Officially, the plan is supposed 
to “enhance the economic performance, 
functionality and beauty of the Beach and 
Edinger Corridors in accordance with the 
forces of the free market.” An integral fea¬ 
ture of the plan is allowing the construc¬ 
tion of 4,500 new residential units along 
Beach Boulevard and Edinger Avenue. 

Proponents say the new high-density 
developments are necessary because 
Huntington Beach is 97 percent built-out. 
If the city is to grow at all, they say, the 
only way is up. 

Opponents are having none of it. Many 
residents are concerned the new develop¬ 
ments will threaten the existing aesthetic 
of Surf City. They point to Elan—built on 
the site of a former Shell gas station—as an 
example of the kind of blight they wish to 
avoid. Posting online, one resident deems 
it a “monstrosity.” Another declares it “the 
worst building in Huntington Beach.” 

Other residents are worried that plans 
for new development will lead to over¬ 
population and increased traffic conges¬ 
tion. “IPs bullshit,” a local resident says. 
He is waiting for his car to be repaired at 
the Allen Tire Co. across the street from 
Elan. “We already have too many people. 

If they keep on building like this, we’re 
going to end up like New York City.” 

What’s wrong with New York City? “It’s 
bullshit,” he says. 

Congestion can certainly be a problem 
in Huntington Beach. One resident com¬ 
plains that during the recent Vans U.S. 
Open of Surfing, traffic was backed up by 
at least 35 minutes. But the BECSP is sup¬ 
posed to account for any such increase in 
traffic by adding lanes in some areas and 
improving signal timing in others. Perhaps 
this is small consolation to those who fear 
that Huntington Beach is fast becoming 
the Big Orange. 

A third group of residents—also 
opposed to high-density development— 
doesn’t bother with arguments about aes¬ 
thetics or congestion. It uses the language 
of the apocalypse. 

These residents can most easily be 
found on social media, associated with a 
group called Huntington Beach Against 
High Density. On both Facebook and You¬ 
Tube, the group’s members rail against a 


force in Surf City politics that most seem 
to have overlooked: the “globalists.” 

One of the most popular tags on the 
group’s Facebook is “Agenda 21,” which 
is the UN’s 1992 sustainability state¬ 
ment whose broad goals—including “no 
poverty” and “zero hunger”—occasion¬ 
ally sound like the vague declarations of 
beauty-pageant contestants or profiles 
on an environmental dating site. In other 
words, it’s idealistic and hard to condemn. 
These days, it’s also more ambitious: The 
UN recently set a 15-year deadline for its 
sustainability mission and accordingly 
renamed the statement Agenda 2030. 

Members of HB Against HD see some¬ 
thing very sinister in Agenda 2030, with 
views closely resembling those of Alex 
Jones and Glenn Beck. Many of them 
earnestly believe that “globalists”—those 
associated with the UN and Agenda 
2030—are operating in Huntington Beach 
under the guise of high-density develop¬ 
ment to drive families from their homes 
and herd them into high-rises (what they 
call “stack and packs”) in dense urban 
centers. One user, who goes by the handle 
“Grindall Grindall,” posted a video con¬ 
taining tips for “getting around after they 
get you out of your car.” Another video 
purports to reveal a “globalist document” 
for “walling off cities by 2030.” 

Though Huntington Beach’s anti¬ 
development crowd is diverse—including 
those who are primarily concerned about 
aesthetics, those who are worried about 
congestion, and those who believe it’s all 
a conspiracy to establish a New World 


Order—one thing is clear: They have 
friends in high places. 

Mayor Jim Katapodis has defended 
their concerns. “I think people are seeing 
a lot of building going on, [and] they just 
want it to stop,” he says. 

Councilman Erik Peterson, lionized 
on the HB Against HD website, has con¬ 
sistently voted to stop new development. 
He has justified his anti-development 
position on the grounds that it affirms 
Huntington Beach’s status as a charter 
city, providing “more autonomy from 
the state.” 

With allies such as these, it looked for 
a while as if high-density development 
might be doomed in Surf City. In early 
2015, Peterson proposed a moratorium 
on all new development. It passed the 
City Council 5-2. Later that year, the City 
Council compromised, rescinding the 
moratorium and slashing 2,400 residential 
units from the original plan. 

The Kennedy Commission, a nonprofit 
advocacy group, promptly sued Hunting- 
ton Beach for violating affordable-housing 
regulations. But Michael Gates, the city’s 
attorney, fought back in the courtroom. 

After losing both round one and an 
appeal, it looks as though Gates picked 
the wrong fight. Councilman Mike Posey 
estimates Huntington Beach has so 
far spent—wasted, he says—more than 
$600,000 in Gates’ legal bid to restrict the 
development of new housing. And that 
expense line will probably climb higher: 
Gates said he would continue to fight 
the judge’s ruling. In May, the city won

a temporary stay, which allows them to 
continue holding back new development 
until the case can be heard by the Court of 
Appeal later this year. 

Posey and others have defended the 
new development. They say it would be 
an economic boon, boosting property-tax 
revenue and helping fund improvements 
to the city’s infrastructure. They argue this 
would in turn attract new businesses in a 
virtuous cycle of rising property- and sales- 
tax revenues. Just as important, they say, 
the plan would add to the housing supply 
at a time when Orange County’s real-estate 
market is reaching new, giddy highs. 

Opponents simply don’t see it that way. 
“We want to preserve our unique beach 
community,” one local says as he glances 
up at Elan from outside a nearby Denny’s. 
“That’s not what we want,” he says. 

With its sweeping curves, jutting 
angles and vivid teal exterior, Elan cer¬ 
tainly stands out among the car dealer¬ 
ships and strip malls on Beach Boulevard. 
Seeing it for the first time, one might even 
begin to wonder how a luxury apartment 
building ever came to find itself caught 
between a run-down shopping center and 
a Jack In the Box. 

Maybe that’s the conspiracy.

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Chopstick-Lickin’ Good 

The chefs at Tenkatori in Costa Mesa are chicken-fry artists

W hen done properly, 

chicken karaage are won¬ 
drous things. Though 
you think you’ve never 
had them, you probably have: On some 
poorly translated menus, I’ve seen them 
called sesame chicken, even though 
sesame doesn’t always figure into the 
list of ingredients. Essentially, karaage 
are Japanese McNuggets—bite-sized, 
battered pieces of boneless chicken that 
are crisp on the outside, juicy inside. 

But unlike McNuggets, they’re almost 
always composed of thigh meat, never 
breast. And since they’re packed with 
flavor, you never have to dip them into 
any sort of sauce. 

The flavor is all in the marinade, a 
concoction whose basic components are 
so simple, I can list the entire recipe I 
use at home here: sake, ginger juice and 
soy sauce. I prefer to soak my chicken 
in the mixture for about six hours; some 
cookbooks suggest somewhere between 
30 minutes to overnight. But ultimately, 
karaage lives and dies by how you cook 
it. It requires a mastery of the double-fry 
method. The first fry, at low temperature, 
cooks the meat through and through. 

The second fry, at a high temperature, 
turns the outside crispy. It has taken me 
years of trial and error to achieve decent 
results, yet I still can’t say I’ve mastered it. 
Somewhere between salmonella and over¬ 
cooked meat as chewy as burlap lies the 
elusive karaage sweet spot—one the new 
Tenkatori in Costa Mesa hit every time 
I’ve had the dish there. 

The chefs at Tenkatori are masters of 
karaage, Michelangelos of the chicken-fry 
arts. The Costa Mesa location is new to 
OC, opened about a month ago, but the 
chain landed in Gardena earlier this year 
with a story that started in Oita, Japan, 
circa 1962. And though nearly every 
ramen shop in Costa Mesa already makes 
excellent karaage as side dishes, Tenkato- 
ri’s specimens are a different species alto¬ 
gether. Every piece of chicken is cooked 
to order. As such, there’s always a 10-to- 
15-minute lag between when you pay the 
cashier and when your food shows up in 
the rectangular opening that separates 
the kitchen from the takeout counter. 

And unless you want a scalded tongue, 
it’s best to wait a beat or two before bit¬ 
ing into one. But when your front teeth 
finally breach that craggle-crusted, golden 
exterior, the chicken will burst juice and 
a flavor that matches the sweet-sweet 
aroma of sake. 

Although I’ve seen customers order a 
big box of karaage and eat it plain, the best 
way to enjoy Tenkatori’s karaage is to take 


advantage of the generously portioned 
bento boxes, which are immaculately 
constructed despite the Styrofoam con¬ 
tainer. For every bento, you choose a main 
protein from a list of different karaages, 
teriyaki chicken, or stir-fried strips of 
beef called “BBQ.” Included are plenty of 
rice and a miso soup, and then a choice 
of either two more karaage, two mashed- 
potato croquettes or a serving of tempura. 
But the box doesn’t end there: There are 
still two rolls to pick from and a brisk 
salad or steamed vegetables that features 
perfectly crisp yet tender broccoli, carrots 
and baby corn. 

The California rolls, by the way, are 
reason enough to visit. With a creamy 
krab center surrounded by avocado and 
sushi rice that’s never mushy or dry, 
they’re easily one of the best non-sushi- 
bar California rolls I’ve had this year. 

In fact, every sushi roll I’ve ordered a la 
carte has been exemplary. There was a 
crunchy roll with tempura, a spicy tuna 
that didn’t overdo it on the Sriracha, 
even a karaage roll that managed to 
contrast the hot, crispy chicken with the 
cooled sushi rice. 

But when you’re here for the first 
time, start with anything made of fried 
chicken. The menu is plastered with 
pictures of different hen parts turned 


golden brown and delicious. And the 
karaage is just the springboard to these 
other chicken-fried masterpieces, which 
include teba (whole wings that count 
double since each piece includes a drum 
and flat) and butsu-giri (random pieces 
of bone-in chicken that could be breast 
meat but often isn’t). For the nose-to-tail 
eater, there’s sunagimo and nankotsu, 
fried gizzard and chicken cartilage, 
respectively, which are both sold by the 
ounce or pound. If you still insist on good 
ol’ breast meat, there’s the $5-per-piece 
gaburi mune, an entire hunk of deep- 
fried poultry as big as the Colonel’s, but 
not nearly as greasy. 

You should, however, probably skip 
the karaage that Tenkatori shellacs in 
sauce. It’s overkill and adds nothing but 
sodium to chicken pieces that are already 
highly seasoned. Plus, these sticky-sweet 
sauces seem to obliterate the tenuous 
texture of the crisp outer crust, an essen¬ 
tial part of the finger-lickin’ experience 
of karaage ... even if you’re actually eat¬ 
ing them with chopsticks.

Vegan In Vogue

V ietnamese restaurants are famous 
for offering dozens of different 
dishes, for slapdash decor and for epic 
dining rooms, but Quan Long Hoa is 
none of these. When I first opened its 
menu, I thought pages were stuck to 
the three I thumbed through; I even 
tapped it a couple of times. The restau¬ 
rant was almost as small as my office, 
which is about the size of a walk-in 
closet in Mission Viejo—okay, Lake 
Forest. Despite its snugness, Quan 
Long Hoa felt like a jungle temple, all 
wood paneling and platitudes about 
the virtues of veganism, with flowers 
and vitamins for sale and a flat-screen 
airing what seemed to be a female guru 
lecturing to hundreds of devotees. 

Little Saigon has always had vegan 
restaurants, but none is as sleek as 
this. Its a little out of place as a tenant 
in a shopping plaza competing with a 
dim sum dive and the ever-crowded 
Cho Tam Bien, and the servers always 
seem a bit surprised when people 
dine in. But here is vegan food at its 
best: not trying to replicate meat- 
heavy dishes, but rather using the 
constraints of nature to match them 
flavor for flavor. Cooks here employ not 
only tofu and Gardein, but also fleshy 
mushrooms ranging from woodearto 
king. They steam and grill and saute 
the flesh substitutes, then throw them 
into a Murderer's Row of Vietnamese 
classics—bun Hue, pho, bun cha, banh 
mi—and nail each one. Pho is dense 
and delicious; the bun Hue, spicy and 
electric. The bun rieu, a classic crab 
soup, is spot-on down to the tamarind 
tanginess and stringy "flesh." Even 
better, all the soups come with perhaps 
the freshest herb plate around, featur¬ 
ing mint and perilla leaves so vibrantly 
green and purple you half-expectthem 
to sing "Mean Green." 

Quan Long Hoa also sells rice and 
noodle dishes that are fine; the only 
real flop is—ironically enough—the 
spring rolls, the one vegan dish all 
Vietnamese restaurants offer (the rice 
wrapper is too gummy, the peanut 
sauce bland). Take note, vegan chefs: 
This is how you do it.

on Melendez’s two concepts at 4th 
Street Market in SanTana, Mar 
and Terra, have impressed with 
his primo-Mex take on seafood 
and burgers, respectively: mango-spiked 
poke, jalapeno-and-goat-cheese burger 
(along with the return of his legendary 
chorizo steamed ham), and much more. 
But Melendez’s greatest innovation so far 
is with a most-unlikely item: aguas frescas. 

When people try to class up the beloved 
Mexican fruit drinks, they do little more 
than add chia seeds or some bizarre rim. 
Melendez, on the other hand, is a pinche 
alchemist. Guava lemonade is tart AF; 
the mango lemonade is almost custardy 
in its taste, just like its mother fruit. And 
then there’s the black rice horchata and 
blood orange lemonade, the best aguas

They've 
won two silvers and two bronzes since, 
but more valuable is the undying support of 
the Newport locals, as BrewCo is the go-to 
place for great-tasting beer, fantastic grub 
and plenty of TVs for sports. 

You don't win all those medals at GABF by 
luck: BrewCo takes the art of brewing seri¬ 
ously. Adhering to the Reinheitsgebot (the

Bagels By the Sea 

Mi Antigua switches Central Americar 
for awesome schmears 


D on’t let the paintings of sea tur¬ 
tles on the concrete trash cans 
outside or the full-wall photo¬ 
graphic murals of the former 
Guatemalan capital inside fool you: Mi Anti¬ 
gua does not serve Central American food. 
To be fair, the little shack tucked out of street 
view through a nearly apocalyptic parking 
lot between the Popeyes and 7-Eleven on 
Long Beach Boulevard and 10th Street used 
to serve $2 pupusas, fresh caldo de polio and 
moj arras ffitas, but those times are gone. 

These days, the Guatemalan owner is 
using Mi Antigua as a home base for Long 
Beach’s newest bagelry, which makes 
up to 10 different kinds of non-rubbery 
bagels per day and uses them as the outer 
layers of habit-forming breakfast and 
lunch sandwiches. The spot gets even 
more bonus points for running deliver¬ 
ies ($15 minimum) as far as downtown’s 
waterfront and Signal Hill. 

If you dined at Mi Antigua before the 
switch from traditional fare, you’ll probably 
notice a slight difference in its setup—par¬ 
ticularly, the giant bagel oven placed in the 
front window, which drips with the rust 
of solid daily use. It’s a transplant from the 
owner’s previous bagel shop in Beverly Hills, 
which for years fed the American urge for 
carbs and cheese (and eggs and bacon and 
lox...) to everyone from UCLA students to 
office drones toiling away in Mid-Wilshire. 

A service counter and register have been 
erected in a corner where a waiting area 
once stood. As at all good local bakeries, 
the day’s selections sing their flavors from 
inside a case. There are doughnuts with the 
typical rainbow sprinkles and cinnamon 
sticks that are almost churro-like. Crois¬ 
sants are of the best, flakey, buttery French 
kind, and the bear claws are coated in frost¬ 
ing and as big as an actual grizzly’s paw. 

The bagels, though, are what you’re 
looking for, even if they’re not trying to 
perfectly emulate that coveted New York

style (get over it, purists). Puffed large as 
they’re allowed to expand into one another 
on the baking tray, Mi Antigua’s bagels are 
never dry (as are most California-made 
bagels) and come in a variety of novelty 
flavors that will convince you to break 
from your normal order. For the every- 
thing-bagel advocate, there’s one with 
everything plus giant sunflower seeds. 
Jalepenos come baked into two different 
varieties. And an Asiago-spinach bagel 
has enough going on in the bread alone it 
might not even need cream cheese. Pizza 
bagels—actually a bialy slathered in tomato 
sauce, with mushrooms and pepperoni 
baked inside a layer of cheese—are meant 
to be eaten without any additional top¬ 
pings, as though an adult pizza Lunchable. 

Prices start low, too: 75 cents for a single 
bagel, $2.25 if you want it with house-made 
whipped cream cheese. Breakfast sand¬ 
wiches are less than $5 and come with a pile 
of fluffy (not microwaved) eggs scrambled 
with your choice of meat. The lunch sand¬ 
wiches are simple (tuna, turkey, egg salad) 
but well-executed, with a standout being 
the nova lox, which is of a higher quality 
and thicker cut and delicately cold-smoked 
better than any other in Long Beach. 

For $8, you can get a full lunch combo, 
which includes a bagel sandwich, chips 
and a drink (only $1 more for that lox). Or 
hell, buy a full baker’s dozen of Mi Anti¬ 
gua’s bagels, and you’ll only be set back 
$9.50—a small price to pay for introducing 
the office to the kind of no-frills bagelry 
the city’s been missing.

Ten things that Tickled taught me

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D avid Farrier and Dylan Reeve’s 
documentary Tickled is so 
over-the-top and disturbing 
that I still wonder if it’s all a 
put-on.

Their quest for answers has them 
bouncing all over, from Florida to Los 
Angeles, from New York to Michigan. 
Unraveling the mystery of who is behind 
the effort to quash them becomes the 
focus of their project. Rather than give 
away any more about Tickled, which you 
really must see to believe (or become 
skeptical about), I’m going to simply list 
10 things I learned upon viewing it. 

1) Do not assume anyone on the inter¬ 
net is who s/he says s/he is. 

2) After warmly greeting opposing 
counsel at the airport with a colorful 
welcome sign, do not let them find out 
you are videotaping them, as it only 
pisses them off. 

3) Do not allow yourself to be strapped 
into a tickle chair, especially if you are 
extremely ticklish, as I am, and prone 

to painful memories of a certain large 
Latina sitting on you in the schoolyard as 
she tickled you mercilessly. Don’t think I 
haven’t forgotten, Lorraine! 

4) If you do allow yourself to be 


strapped into a tickle chair—and are 
then videotaped for a movie that is being 
screened internationally—spend many 
months before the shooting day strapped 
into something else: a PSX machine.

Desperate Zombies, 

LBJ and More!

A h, yes, the auguries of autumn. 
When the leaves transform 
into brilliant hues of crimson, 
lavender and gold. When the 
air blows crisp and cool, portending the 
frosty nights to come. When the fulsome 
bounty of the Earth is harvested and stored 
in readiness for the frigid winter ahead. 

Okay, so none of that shit happens 
around here. But the official beginning of 
fall on the calendar is less than a month 
away, and traditionally, theaters launch 
their new seasons in early September. Of 
course, that’s not the case at most OC the¬ 
aters, which don’t have the luxury of tak¬ 
ing the summer off so they can do things 
like pay the rent. 

Here is your official, 100 percent 
money-back guaranteed, no-strings- 
attached OC fall theater preview—or at 
least the plays we’re most interested in or 
had something to do with.... 

Monuments. This opened last week but 
runs three more weekends. It’s the return 
to OC of a play written and directed by 
Steve Spehar that blew audiences away 
back in the late 20th century in two 
productions. It’s a trippy, metaphysical 
cocktail, as one Los Angeles Times critic 
put it back in 1990-something, and the 
account of a once-lauded avant-garde 
theater director determined to stage his 
own death, as outlined in a dream, is also 
a lot of fun. Full disclosure: The now-New 
Orleans-based Spehar is currently using 
my laundry facilities and shower during 
his stay for this run, and I helped out on 
the show. That spells Conflict of Interest.

All The Way. Robert Schenkkan, who wrote 
one of the masterpieces of American The¬ 
ater, the nine-play “The Kentucky Cycle,” 
returned to epic drama in 2012 with this 
one, the first part of a two-play set about 
Lyndon Johnson’s triumphant, turbulent 
and, ultimately, tragic reign as American 
president. It’s a fantastic piece, and while 
this production won’t star Walter White, 
a.k.a. Heisenberg, a.k.a. Bryan Cranston, 
who won a Tony for it on Broadway and is 
up for an Emmy for his work on the HBO 
film, it should still be an incredibly power¬ 
ful, potent piece.

The first, written by Brian Sloan, is, 
according to the company’s website, “a 
story of grief, guilt, survival and recon¬ 
ciliation [as] a gay man searches for a 
roommate to live in an apartment with a 
view of a plume of smoke and dust.” The 
second, written by Stephen Ludwig, is 
based on personal experience and a heart- 
breaker of a play about the fleeting nature 
of relationships and genuine intimacy 
penned by a soulful OC playwright who 
sadly shuffled off this mortal coil three 
years ago.

One Last Vacation

The Go-Go’s savor this victory lap capping their touring career

D epending on who you talk 
to, the Go-Go’s will be 
remembered as the poster 
girls for rebellious woman¬ 
hood or damaged hell-raisers bent on 
self-destruction. To the average 1980s 
teen, they were the epitome of porcelain¬ 
skinned Valley girls. They’ve been hon¬ 
ored as punk pioneers and derided as the 
genre’s bubbly champagne debutantes. 
Some called them sellouts, most called 
them superstars. One adjective everyone 
can all agree on, according to guitarist 
Jane Wiedlin, is "lucky.” 

"When we started the Go-Go’s, I didn’t 
know anything,” the 58-year-old guitarist 
says. "I’d never been in a band before, and 
we were lucky coming up in the LA punk 
scene with two other girls learning to play 
our instruments.” 

Their 1981 debut, Beauty and the Beat, 
launched their career, with songs such 
as "Our Lips Are Sealed” becoming hits. 
(Wiedlin says she sometimes laughs at the 
fact that no matter how far she’s come as a 
songwriter, she’ll always be known as the 
writer of that song, about an affair she had 
with a famous—and married—British rock 
star in 1980.) Initially, the band felt the 
album was too saccharine and poppy to 
represent what they were really about as 
young LA punks, but decades later, there’s 
no question that adding some sugar to 
their sound is what helped them stick. 

When the band steps onstage at the 
Segerstrom Center in Costa Mesa this 


weekend, it’ll be for the second-to-last 
time in their career. After years of put¬ 
ting it off for one reason or another, the 
band have embarked on a farewell tour. 
Though they say they’re not breaking up, 
they will cease touring after this month¬ 
long run. (Bassist Kathy Valentine—who 
left the Go-Go’s in 2013 over "irreconcil¬ 
able differences” and later sued her for¬ 
mer band mates—won’t be joining them.) 
The band members—who live all over the 
world—have spent weeks emailing one 
another possible setlists, different songs 
to learn and new cover songs. "To me, the 
week before rehearsals start is the most 
panicky part,” Wiedlin says. "Like, 'Oh, 
God, what if I don’t remember the songs? 
What if I do this? What if I do that?’... 

It really is a lot like riding a bike: It all 
comes back to you.” 

Their first performance this year 
was at the Billboard Music Awards. It 
was an offer that came out of the blue, 
but it was more than warranted: The 
Go-Go’s are the only all-female band 
to write their own songs and play their 
own instruments on the songs that got 
them to the top of the Billboard charts. 
Wiedlin, singer Belinda Carlisle, guitar¬ 
ist/keyboardist Charlotte Caffey and 
drummer Gina Schock took the stage to 
play their first hit, "We Got the Beat,” 
which still holds up surprisingly well. 
They were also the only all-female act 
to actually play live—plugged in with no 
backing tracks. 


The band members passed, however, 
on following the awards show’s trend of 
women wearing glorified lingerie onstage. 
"I felt like we stuck out, but in my mind, 
we stuck out in a good way,” says Wiedlin, 
who was a little dismayed by the hyper¬ 
sexuality of women going on at the show. 

While the Go-Go’s are no strangers to 
using their sexuality on- or offstage, but 
from the time they were playing legend¬ 
ary punk clubs such as OC’s the Cuckoo’s 
Nest to playing stadiums, it has always 
been about the music first. "I’m not 
really sure if [some female artists] today 
are being forced to act like that, or if they 
think they have to act like that in order 
to be successful, or if they think it’s cool 
to act like that.... I just turned to one 
of the other girls and said, 'People could 
just go to a strip club and see this.’” 

While it’s a bit sad that pop-music star¬ 
dom hasn’t seemed to come very far by 
Wiedlin’s standards, it’s pretty amazing to 
see the journey she and her band mates 
continue to make as people. The band 
have weathered drug addiction, in-fight- 
ing, lawsuits and hurt feelings, and yet 
the Go-Go’s have done some very positive 
things with their lives. As a resident of the 
big island of Hawaii, Wiedlin works for 
two nonprofit organizations. Local group 
Aloha Ilio Rescue ("ilio” means "dog” in 
Hawaiian) and the international Animal 
Balance are both committed to rescuing 
street dogs and providing information and 
clinics for the spaying and neutering of 


pets in island communities. "It’s super¬ 
intense doing it—like, 18-hour days—and 
we spay and neuter hundreds of dogs and 
cats in a week,” she says. "It’s hard work, 
but I’ve never been more proud of any¬ 
thing else I’ve done because we’re really 
making a difference.” 

You can also occasionally find her 
working as a wedding officiant all over 
the country, a gig she picked up in 2008 in 
support of the fight for gay marriage. And, 
of course, Hollywood still comes knocking 
every so often for guest spots on sitcoms 
or reality TV shows. 

As Wiedlin and her fellow Go-Go’s 
take one last victory lap in their per¬ 
forming career, the chance to savor the 
moment is a gift that’s both exciting 
and scary, they say, but one they plan to 
embrace. Hopefully, this tour won’t feel 
like work, but more like the vacation they 
always wanted. 

"One of the intentions I’ve set for 
myself before I get onstage is to say, 'This 
is the last night I’m gonna get to do this in 
this town and be really present and really 
grateful and really enjoy it,”’ Wiedlin says. 
"So that way, it’s not a sad thing; it’s a 
gratitude thing.”

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The Perfectly

Unconventional Lesbians turn gender-identity issues 

into comedy

C ate Gary was at work on Feb. 3, 
2015, when she received a Face- 
book message from her then- 
boyfriend, Robert Tran: “Hey, 
baby, Fm a woman, I love you!” 

Gary now makes the rounds at Orange 
County and LA comedy clubs with her now- 
girlfriend, Robin Tran, as the comedy duo 
Unconventional Lesbians. The two met at an 
open mic at Costa Mesa’s Starlight Theatre 
back in 2012. Tran approached Gary after 
one of her jokes, telling her she was “really 
self-aware for a 19-year-old.” Gary was 30. 

“I thought she was cute, but I was this 
shy, 27-year-old virgin,” Tran says. “We 
would see each other around open mics 
a lot, and we’d flirt with each other when 
we took turns onstage, but offstage, we 
wouldn’t talk.” 

It was only after reading some self-help 
books and engaging in cognitive behav¬ 
ioral therapy that Tran gained enough 
confidence to ask Gary out on a real date, 
all jokes aside. 

But assigned gender roles and societal 
expectations placed a strain on their 
otherwise-stress-free relationship. Tran 
needed constant affirmation from Gary 
that he was man enough for her; at one 
point, he tried bulking up at his work¬ 
place’s gym to feel more masculine. The 
couple struggled with maintaining a public 
image that was completely inauthentic to 
who they were in private. “At home, Cate 
always held me because I’m smaller, and I 
like to feel safe,” Tran says. “But when we 
were in public, there was this pressure I 
felt that I had to be the one to hold her and 
stand up for her, and it didn’t feel natural.” 

Tran’s identity issues filled him with 
suicidal self-loathing, causing so much fric¬ 
tion in their relationship that one day Gary 
asked, “Do you love me as much as you 
hate yourself?” He didn’t, but he wanted 
to. So Tran began taking antidepressants. 

One day, one of Tran’s favorite songs, 
Rilo Kiley’s “Science vs. Romance,” came 
on the radio while he was driving. Instead 
of rolling up his windows and lowering 
the volume, which he always did when 
he wanted to enjoy “girly” songs, Tran 
blasted the music. Without warning, 
specific memories from his childhood 
flashed before his eyes: being caught and 
chastised by his parents for playing with 
dolls, holding his friends’ purses and 
wearing their jewelry tucked underneath 
his sleeves, eagerly putting on makeup for 
drama class and leaving it on for days. 
“When I said, T’m a woman’ out loud,

it made sense—I felt that my life finally 
made sense,” Tran recalls. Still sitting in 
the car, Tran began typing out a message 
to Gary on Facebook. 

Their relationship instantly improved. 
Gary took Tran shopping for clothes and 
makeup. Tran selected a pink blouse and 
skirt that had her smiling at her reflec¬ 
tion for the first time. Seeing how free her 
girlfriend felt inspired Gary to explore 
her masculine side, starting with cutting 
off the long hair that friends and family 
always admired but she secretly hated. 
Tran even fell back in love with comedy, 
incorporating her “triple minority” iden¬ 
tity as a transgender, lesbian, Asian-Amer- 
ican woman into her standup. Then a 
friend suggested the couple combine their 
jokes to tell the story of their relationship. 

Since Unconventional Lesbians’ first 
performance in September, the duo has 
gained the attention of local comedi¬ 
ans and critics, who’ve called the show 
“deeply offensive yet strangely heart¬ 
warming.” Gary and Tran cite Anchor Bar 
in Costa Mesa and Max Bloom’s Cafe Noir 
in Fullerton as their favorite OC open-mic 
spots, though they’d love to raise a large 
enough following to perform in theaters 
and, eventually, go on tour. 

“It’s the honest and positive, but not 
corny, story of us,” Tran says in reference 
to their show’s popularity. 

“We kept trying to fit into the mold of 
what other people were doing,” Gary says. 
“It just never worked for us.”

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The I’s Have It 


I t has been almost a year since Lake Forest 
rappers Irawnik and Insanity of l&l performed 
onstage. In 2011, they proved they were a legit 
hip-hop act, dominating the stage and winning 
the Vans Warped Tour Battle of the Bands at the 
House of Blues. "It was a packed house, with 
everyone yelling 'I8d!'" recalls Insanity (born 
Shane Braly). "It was the greatest feeling ever." 

Despite having a bubbling cauldron of 
underground talent and an audience big 
enough to fill arenas and festivals, Orange 
County has never been given its proper respect 
when it comes to hip-hop. "We are relevant 
because we show the world that great hip-hop 
can come from anywhere, including two white 
dudes from OC," Insanity says. 

What started out as a thing to get attention 
grew into them selling CDs while opening—along¬ 
side theirtrusty turntablist, DJ Kamoflage—for 
Bone Thugs-n-Harmony, Nas, Method Man, 
Cypress Hill and Ice Cube, to name a few. "When 
Eminem came out it was like, 'All right, now it's not 
just Vanilla Ice,"'says Insanity, who keeps a crazy- 
long white beard to match his long hair, which 
stands straight up a la Doc Brown from Back to 
the Future. Irawnik (nee Aaron Stabile) sports a 
similar look to Ice's, with tribal designs shaved on 
the sides of his brown hair, blue eyes and tattoos. 

While they had all the tools it took to make it 
to the top, their hype started to slow when the 
duo's financial investors couldn't see eye-to-eye 
on decisions regarding their future, which, the 
rappers say, took the fun out of everything. On 
top of that, the need to care and provide for their 
families forced them to step away from music. 

"I just kind of felt like we had to step back and 
entertain that possibility [they might be done 
rapping], to really understand why we're doing 
this," Irawnik says. 


Locals Only

Turning away from the public eye proved to be 
the right decision, pushing them to not rely solely 
on each other for lyrics. Creating songs on their 
own gave them the chance to have their indi¬ 
vidual voices as well as the one they share. 

One of Insanity's newest works, "The Great 
James Braly," is a brilliant dedication to his late 
father. "God, are you listening? I'm having trouble 
living in a world without my dad, best friend 
I ever had," he raps. The vocal style is more 
melodic than his usual delivery, influenced by 
such MCs as Zack de la Rocha. 

(We can't speak on Irawnik's most recent rap 
because it's currently top secret, but just know 
it's incredible.) 

I&l aren't wasting time getting their name 
out there again. They haven't been forgotten, 
and they are reclaiming their throne as the 
kings of OC hip-hop. 

"[We] have always felt our eventual goal is 
for everybody in this industry to look up to us," 
Irawnik says. "Not on a level of arrogance... 

I feel like [Insanity] and I just naturally have an 
energy, ability and capacity to make this whole 
music industry better, at least in our lane."
